This show is a ‘‘natural”’ for the homefurnishings industry 
and should be wholeheartedly supported.

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IT’S TIME FOR A CHANGE of ENVIRONMENT—OFFICE-WISE 


More than 25 million office workers spend half of their waking lives 
behind desks of assorted description—desks not always suited to their 
particular work requirements. Millions are spent annually to develop 
high precision, man-saving machinery, to modernize methods, to better 
the surroundings and working conditions of those working in plants and 
factories. In view of this, one would imagine that offices are of major 
concern to business and industry, However the facts indicated otherwise. 


If the physical aspects of factories are undergoing constant improvement, 
as they are; if the powerful color factor is being employed to increase 
efficiency and at the same time promote a sense of well-being, as it is; 

if psychologists agree people are healthier, happier and as a result, 

more productive when they work in surroundings that are pleasing to them— 
as they do; if forward looking management is pulting all these philosophies 
into effect in the plants and factories, then the same logic and reasoning 
should equally apply to the business office area where the same common 
denominator—human beings, is concerned. 


However, although some slight progress has been made, offices, generally 
speaking, are still receiving the hit-and-miss treatment. Management is 
seemingly reluctant to give the same analytical survey to the front-office. 
Over-all plans are carefully developed to achieve the greatest plant and 
factory efficiency, yet these same planners invariably think in the terms 

of office furniture, piece-by-piece and elements, item-by-item. They furnish 
and refurnish on this basis, ending up with a hodge-podge Office interior 
that certainly does not invite or receive the efficiency that properly 
planned and.co-ordinated offices are capable of delivering. 


Concerned with this situation and long aware that poorly furnished and 
decorated offices were in the vast majority, The Executive Furniture Guild 

felt the time had come when factual statistics should be developed to guide 
the way to improve the situation, Since no facts or statistics were available 
we had to undertake a survey to secure them. Through the cooperation of our 
dealer-members, a survey of 1,000 executive offices in over 40 leading cities 
in the United States and Canada was made. : 


All kinds of executive offices (good and bad) in all kinds of buildings (good 
and bad). A questionaire was completed for each of the 1,000 offices studied. 
The questionaire covered 20 categories including space; type, design, 
condition and arrangement of furniture; lighting; ventilating; color and so on. 
The findings were tabulated and the results itemized nationally, regionally 

and by individual cities. 


The survey revealed, unfortunately, that the executive who is housed in
